Some maintain that they are n stri) 
backward because they circumscribe 
the play. These take the position that 
•with only three men back of the llnu 
there necessarily cannot bo a great va- 
riety of formations. 


Others Insist that there will result 


more open and spectacular plnys, as 
the quarterback can now run with Uie 
ball. 


The chief objection to the rules seems 


to be that they will allow a greater op- 
portunity for disputes with the umpire. 
It will be Impossible, critics nay. for 
the referee to ilivldu whether or not 
the runner ROOS live yards outside of 
the placo where the ball was downed, 
tis the rules prescribe. 


Professor P.'imls of the rules com- 


mittee says that there probably aro 
minor defects which will become ap- 
parent before the season Is over, but 
that the main purpose of the new rules 
•will have been accomplisho;!—the elim- 
ination of mass plays and the liability 


provided In so doing he crosses such 
iliw at least live yards from the point 
where the snapper back put the ball In

As It was feared that the referee, un- 


der whose province this run by llio 
quarter back Is placed, would have 
some dllllculty In telling at a glance 
whether the distance out from the cen- 
ter was live yards It WHS determined to 
stipcest certain changes In marking. 


As the IViM Is now marked olf with 


white lines *very live yards parallel to 
the goal line, for measuring tin; live 
yards to be gained In three downs, un- 
der the new rules It Is proposed that 
through the middle section of the field- 
that is, between the two twenty-live 
yard lines—additional white lines live 
yards apart, parallel to the side lines, 
should be marked in order to assist the 
referee In thus determining whether 
the quarter back runs under the rules 
or not. Thus, while the football Hold 
still remains a gridiron, the central sec- 
tion of it now resembles a checker- 
board, and the accompanying diagram 
shows exactly how the Held should be 
marked. 


As the Hold does not divide Into live 


j-ard upaces evenly It is wise to run the 
first line through the middle point of 
the Held and then mark off the live 
yards on each Ride from that middle 
line. 


According to the new rules the old 


(style of mass play Is restricted to the 
sections between the two twenty-five 
yard lines and the goals. In the mid- 
dle section of the gridiron (which now. 
however, is best described by the term 
checkerboard) seven men must he kept 
on the rush line, thus making neces- 
sary a comparatively open style of 
game.
